Our morning speakers will include Secretary of State George Shultz, 
House Foreign Affairs Committee Chairman Dante Fascell, and House 
Intelligence Committee Chairman Lee Hamilton. Senator Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan has agreed to address our luncheon, which will be 
followed by an afternoon session including Congressman Henry Hyde, 
Congressman Richard Cheney (formerly Chief of Staff of the White 
House), and several other distinguished individuals.

The pro- 
ceedings from last May’s conference on "Congress, the President, and 
Foreign Policy were published earlier this year.
